Chicago Record-Herald—In restat- 


ing and elucidating his views on "the 
rule of the people" in his New York 
speech, Mr. Roosevelt, in order that 
no man might 
misunderstand him, 


said emphatically: 


"I am not proposing anything in 


connection with the Supreme Court of 
the United States, or with the federal 
Constitution." 


The "recall of decisions" is limited 


by Mr. Roosevelt to constitutional 
cases involving the police power of 
the states. The referendum Is pro- 
posed only for certain 
decisions of 


state Supreme Courts. 


In this, however, there is absolutely 


no national issue. The national gov- 
ernment, including Congress, does not 
change state constitutions.

The platl'orm is substantially

He stands for the initiative, referen- 
dum and the recall as to general ap- 
plication; direct nominations and elec- 
tions, and several other older planks 
are adhered to. He favors post par- 
cels; wants a tariff commission with 
full power to investigate and report 
as to illegal acts of trusts and com- 
bines, with their valuation; endorses 
a f'lll tariff commission with 
full 


powers of report, and to determine 
from orijj'nal sources what schedule 
properly should be. 
One such com- 


mission instead of separate boards he 
says would be far better with all fig- 
ures and statements 
for 
congress, 


executive and the people. 


Among the planks submitted 
are 


Eome that will be accepted very gen- 
rally, such ns opposition to ship sub- 
sidies, and the Aldrich monetary bill. 
He favors some also favored by Pres- 
ident Taft, such as post parcels, the 
tariff pommission with reporting pow- 
ers, and the control by government 
of Alaskan public service necessities, 
with the senator, however, is a much 
more enlarged program. 


The radical features, however, are

JCoosevelt startling proposed changes, 
and certainly evinces interest in pub- 
lic matters. Col. Roosevelt has never 
evinced the least.

declaring the Republican 


party does not believe In an 
appeal 


from the umpire to 
the bleachers.' 


Mr. Campbell has simply stated more 
frankly the view held (as is evident by 
Mr. McKinley's statement) generally 
among our opponents. Their feeling 
is that politics is a game, that 
the 


people should simply sit on the bleach- 
ers as spectators, and that no appeal 
lies to the people from the men who, 
for their own profit, are playing 
the 


game." 


The word game has been applied to 


politics by thousands 
of writers in 


every civilized land, and applied in a 
sense wholly innocent and legitimate.

rifle spoke again and :igain. 
Before 


the firing had censed, three lay dead 
and several were wounded. 


The Allen family who were respon- 


sible for the deed escaped. And to- 
day, although three of them have been 
captured, it is estimated that twenty 
others are entrenched in the moun- 
tains of Virginia. They will not sur- 
render until death takes them. And 
ali because of a perverted idea of jus- 
tice! 


Fortunately such tragedies are rare 


In this country. 
But they show to 


what extremes violent men may go 
In defending what they 
term 
their 


"rights." 
It is the rule of the mob.

NITRIC ACID DIRECT FROM THE AIR

from the air in one way, but it is nec- 
essary by means of various sorts of 
apparatus to manufacture this cur- 
rent of mighty energy.

tric acid is to come directly from the 
atmosphere and therefore will be a 
steady purloining of a very and vital 
constituent 
of the life 
currents.

if our men of science should investi- 
gate as to what the effect upon hu- 
manity would be if human powers are 
to commence drawing direct 
from 


above and all around us. What will 
be the effect upon humans, or will 
there be ar.y. that Is, are the stores so 
gigantic man cannot iilch enough to 
do him any harm?

Tho fatalities and casualties on our 


roads for the months of July,-August 
and September last are given by the 
Interstate Commission. 
In accidents 


there were killed 201 and Injured 4,- 
283. 
There were killed in other ways 


by the steam roads Including grade 
crossing accidents, 2,758 and injured 
19,117. There 
were 
121 employes 


killed'and 28,850 injured, this bring- 
ing up the total to 2,389 killed and 42,- 
767 Injured.

harm would ensue, ior this is as- 
sumed is the 
object 
of bank 
re- 


serve, to have In hand when neces- 
sary. What added to the intensity of 
the financial trouble of 1907 was the 
fact that banks with large sums in 
the east on deposit found them as well 
locked up and barred as are often 
the exits and fire escapes when people 
have a hankering to make use 
of 


them. Banks will send surplus funds 
oaet to derive interest and this is but 
one form of movement keeping our 
circulating arteries in good condition, 
but required bank reserves is an- 
other matter. These should be kept 
where they belong and where they can 
be utilized when necessary.

A prominent western railroad with 


the view of encouraging truck farming 
along its lines has rented farms and

The road 


selecting a dozen or so good sized 
farms will place agricultural experts 
In charge and conducting the farming 
operations, these experts in turn, be- 
ing under the supervision of the state 
agricultural colleges of 
two states. 


Each of the farms selected for the ex- 
periments consists of forty acres with 
the road making contracts both secur- 
ing them from any loss, and return- 
ing to them any profit over and above 
costs. To assist in the -work farmers 
institutes will be held with illustra-

being 


made. 


All varieties of crops will be grown 


from the 'truck variety to the staple 
article that can be stored. 
But in 


order to better illuitrate what can be 
done, as to securing the profit*, the 
farmers should be assured when they 
resume operations, and all other far- 
mers along the route, that they will be 
charged no more to eonvey their pro- 
ducts to the selling market than the 
road charged itself for the same ser- 
vice. There is no trouble raising gar- 
den truck or other produce, the real 
trouble the growers experience -is 
getting those money returns from the 
handlers or consignees of his products 
he had a right to expect

Lack of Supply Puts Prices Up Again 


in That City. 


CHICAGO, March 26—As the egg 


season- advances, uncertainty 'as to 
the future is more apparent on the 
part of all large operators, no't' only 
as to storage, but on current receipts. 
When storage prices were first gpokeh 
of.most of the Chicago dealers fig- 
ured- on something less than !9c Chi- 
cago, or 20c seaboard, because of the 
anticipated 
heavy production 
this 


spring. Many of them refused offers 
of storage packed eggs for April de- 
liven' at that price, but as the winter 
has-continued still cold and snowy in 
the'more northern producing* states, 
the', expected flood of egge has not 
come, and those who are figuring on 
storing.have advanced 
their prices 


against their wishes. Many talk 19c 
Chicago and some say that even if 
this is high, that there will be no 
getting" away from t'hat price, or even 
better. The banks and the storages 
have offered $3.60 as an advance and 
this, being above the figure of S3 last 
year, will induce many to operate 
more heavily than they weuld if the 
advance was not so high. Some op- 
erators say they will be able to get a 
$4 advance. 
The scr.cral outlook is 


that banks generally will make higher 
advances than last year.
